Q: What would the U.S. response be if Thailand were to request 
military assistance to deal with the situation in the south of 
Thailand? 

A. The Thai Government has made it clear that the situation in the south 
is a domestic problem. We share technical expertise with our Thai allies 
but we do not offer military assistance. 
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Q: Are there secret prisons or black sites in Thailand? 

A: The President confirmed in September that the Untied States had a 
program under which 14 leaders and operatives of al Qaeda were held 
and questioned by CIA. With respect to detainees, the United States 
Government complies with its Constitution, its laws and its international 
treaty obligations. The United States does not condone torture. Nor does 
it transport detainees from one country to another for the purpose of being 
tortured. 

For national security reasons, the President did not disclose the number of 
sites and locations. 
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
